To- 
day the farmers are not only facing 
poverty. They are facing bank- 
ruptcy. Don’t let bolshevism get 
abroad on the farms.”

Rome, December 1.—It is 
officially announced that, as the 
government’s order calling upon the 
regency of Fiume to withdraw iis 
troops behind the frontiers had not 
been obeyed, General Cavigila has 
summoned, the regency not to pre- 
vent the free departure of Itallan 
warships from the port of Fiume.

BLOCKADE NOT INTENDED 
TO HINDER COMMERCE. 


London, Dec. 2.—The Milan corre- 
spondent of The London Times dis- 
cussing the semil-official announce- 
ment of the proclamation of the 
blockade of Fiume, says that the 
communique explains that the 
blockade is only intended to pre-, 
vent any eventual hostile movement 


and not to hinder commerce. The 
correspondent adds: 

“D’Annunzio has seplied that he 
will instruct the regency’s repre- 
sentative at Rome to ask for his 
passports and will consider the re- 
gency of Guarteno at war with Italy 
from December 3.

If the Fulton county courthouse | 


roof had suddenly shimmied and 
jumped off to Hunter street there 
couldn't have been much more as- 
tonishment tnan that which electri- 
fied the county commissioners at 
their Wédnesday afternoon meeting. 
With finances all gone wrong there 
came a.way of light, a gleam of 
hope, a shaft of sunshine. 

They are not going to cut the 
food of the prisoners in the Tower

SEEK NEW 
RULINGS 


Cleveland, December 1.—The di- 
rectors of the Western Golf associ- 
ation recommended the adoption of 
a new constitution looking towards 
an American organization and to 
promote the best interests of tne 
game for Americans, believing that 
changes in the rules of golf may be 
advisable from time to time, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by 
Wilbur H. Brooks, president of the 
association, tonight. . 

St. Andrews rules should be re- 
written in response to the popular 
demand’ for a set of “understand- 
able rtules,”. covering the playing 
conditions in this country, Mr. 
Brooks said. His statement fol- 
lows: 

“Since the formation of the West- 
ern Golf association in 1899 it has 
been the policy of the directors ot 
the W. G. A. to maintain « dpmo- 
cratic, representative and progres- 
sive organization for the best in- 
terests of American golf. No one 
man, or small group of men, has 
dominated the organization or its 
policies. 

“The WV. G. A. is neither a local 
nor sectional body. From a char- 
ter membership of ten clubs its 
membership now extends into thir- 
ty-one states, Canada and Hawaii. 
The W. G. A. has endeavored ww 
bring Into close communication with 
itself all minor associations within 
its territory. The W. G. A. be- 
lieves that all member clubs shoul 
have voting power and a voice in 
the legislation and policy of the or- 
ganization. 

Different Conditions. 

“The Western Golf association be- 
liesves that Americans understand 
golf and that they play under dif- 
ferent conditions than those exist- 
ing in -other countries, and that 
Americans are entirely capable of 
formulating the proper rules for 
playing the game in this country. 

“The W. G. A. believes further 
that changes in the rules of golf 
may be advisable from time to time, 
as our Knowledge of the game in- 
creases, or as existing rules prove 
to be unpopular or unsuitable to 
the conditions under which Ameri- 
can play the game. The rules of 
gold as published by St. Andrews 
should be rewritten in response to 
the popular demand for a set of un- 
derstandable rules covering the 
playing conditions in this country. 

“With these facts before them 
and after serious consideration the 
directors of the W. G. A. have rec- 
ommended the adoption of a new 
constitution looking towards an 
American organization, represent- 
ative of America, and prepared to 


promote the best interests of the 
game for Americans.”

“Specialists in foreign ex- 
change” are explaining how to

The letter—with which was en- 
closed an order blank, together 
with several pages of attractively 
worded explanatory advertising 
matter—opened with the state- 
ment that the depreciated moneys 
of France and Italy are mentioned 
as offering attractive inducements 
to investors, but, particular stress 
is laid upon the German mark. 

“Owing to its great deprecia- 
tion and low price,” one of these 
circular offers says, “the. German 
mark offers the greatest oppor- 
tunity for high profits,” and it 
continued: ( 

“Marks normally worth 23.8 cents 
each are selling for about 7 cents 
on the dollar. Germany is recover- 
ing and her money will surely re- 
Zain its normal exchange value be- 
fore long. The inauguration of the 
republican administration next 
March 4 and their avowed intention 
to declare peace with Germany and 
resumé trade with her, will have 
a big effect on the price of marks, 
The market is showing heavy rises 
recently, We urge that you place 
your orders at once, for heavy prof- 
its. Send check, we'll do the rest,” 

In its issue of November 25 The 
Portland Oregonian published a 
communication from Carl Ss. 
Kelty, vice president of the Lum- 
berman’s Trust company, Port- 
land, Oregon, beginning with the 
statement that— 

“Imminent collapse of Germany's 
currency ‘system, and repudiation at 
least of that part of the paper cur- 
rency held abroad, are forecast by 
articles puDlished in financial jour- 
nals.

With Bishop Gunn 
On Irish Question 


Editor Constitution: I would like 
to make a few remarks in re- 


j gard to Bishop Gunn's allegations 


as to England trying to .-kill 
al’ the Irish, which you published 


in Monday's Constitution. 

He speaks of unspeakable atroc- 
ities alleged to be committed by 
“black and tans” and says he was 
astonished at same. 

Does Bishop Gunn consider the 
foul assassination of fourteen 
British officers in Dublin on Sun- 
day, November 21, also the murder 
of a British policeman and boy in 
Liverpool, on Sunday, ' November 
28, when his friends, the Sinn Fein- 
ers, applied the toftch to the ware- 
houses at Liverpool as a love feast? 

Bishop Gunn also states that on: 
of the “black and tans” said to 
his partner that he (the “black and 
tan”) had done twenty years in 
prison for manslaughter, and ‘he 
been turrred loose so he could kill 
all the Irish he cared to with no 
questions asked. 

This cannot be true, as no one 
is sentenced by the British court 
to twenty years for manslaughter 
and life imprisonment in Englan: 
or Ireland is only twenty years 
with five years off for good be- 
haviegr, and the most this man could 
have seryed, if Bishop Gunn’s state- 
ment is correct, would be fifteen 
years. 

Bishop Gunn also gives a curi- 
ous bunch of figures as to armed 
raids on private houges, sackings, 
and alleged murders of unarmed 
civilians, but I notice he doesn’t 
mention anything as to the fou] 
r.urders committed by his Mriends, 
the Sinn Feiners. 

With regard to this unofficial 
investigation at Washington, as 
to the alleged conditions in Ire- 
land, Sir Edgar Carson replied to 
the invitation of the investigators 
in a very dignified and emphatic 
manner. I would like to know 
what these investigators would say

If we don’t keep the Sab- 
bath, our minds, bodies and souls 
will decay. 

“It has-been tried out over and 
over again, The man or nation that 
works for money seven days in the 
regularly is insulting God,. destroy- 
ing his family, underminding the 
church, ruining his country and 
damning his soul. The Bible tells us 
so. This truth is written in letters 
of blood, through al] sacréd and 
profane history. God's curses will 
surely come as His prophets have 
told us in all the ages past. It will 
be pestilence, famine or war. Death, 
debt, and destruction will surely 
overtake the Sabbath breaker. I 
don’t love death. I love all people 
and want them to get the best out 
of life and heaven at last. That’s 
why I am on this crusade. As a 
fsiend not a foe of all.

“We are fast imitating Europe, 
amd if we don't stop our Sabbath 
breaking, and allied wickedness and 
turn back to God—hell, in its vari- 
ous forms, will soon overtake us.

Nearly every day some fat woman

State. Highway Depart- 
ment Is Directing the 
Work of Connecting 
Each County Seat in 
Georgia. 


An erroneous report to the effect, 
that individual county commissions 
are bililding the thousands of miles 
of new roads connecting all of the 
county seats of the state now under 
construction, was gorrected in a 
statement from the state highway 
department Wednesday. 

The 4,800 miles of roads which run 
from county seat to county seat all 
over the state are being construct- 
ed under the highway department. 
The expense is met under provisions 
of federal highway legislation. The 
county pays 25 per cent, the state 
25 per cent and the federal govern- 
ment 50 ped cent, provided that the 
work is done under the supervision 
of the state highway department, as 
is the case in Georgia. 

At present 1,500 miles of roads are 
under construction in Georgia. 

Dr. Craig RK. Arnold, of Dahlonega, 
was appointed an engineer to the 
department Wednesday, and left on 
a tour of the state to standardize 
special phases of the road construc- 
tion. The object is to formute 
standard specifications which will 
enable all contractors to maintain a 
uniform high standard of work. 

Dr. Arnold was a member of the 
state legislative committee which 
drafted the automobile bill provid- 
ing that the annual income received 
from automobile licenses should go 
towards the maintenance of the 
highway department. From this 
source, amounting to $2,000,000, the 
state is meeting its share of road 
building expense.

On the other hand, John McClel- 
land declared that Holley and Lamar 
had gone into a crooked game with 
their eyes open; had been stung, 
and now were yelling. “Any man 
who plays with crooked dice or 
icrwoked cards or crooked horses, 
gets exactly what is coming to him 
when he is trimmed,” said Mr. Me- 
Clelland. “These fellows went out 
to trim Powers, and Powers trim- 
med them. That’s the lone and 
Short of the whole business.” 

Law in the Case, 

In his closing speech, Sam Hew- 
ett devoted a large part of his ar- 
gument to the law in the case. He 
declared that under the Georgia 
Statutes there could be no trust in 
an illegal transaaction, as poolroom 
operations undoubtedly are. He fur- 
ther ‘argued that the indictment 
charged that Lamar had put up the 
money, when, as a matter of fact, 
the cash had been furnished by 
Holley.” ‘I don’t say that this man 
sn’t guilty of a crime,” said Mr. 
Hewlettt dramatically. “but I do say 
that he is not guilty of larceny after 
trust. Both of these men have ad- 
mitted on the stand that they never 
authorized Powers as their agent. 
Then, where could the. trust 
come in?’ 

The latter part of his speech was 
devoted to a scathing denunciation 
of Holley. “Why this simple 
farmer,” he said, “can raise so much 
money that the banks in Atlanta 
can’t cash his checks, and still he 
yells that his life has been blighted 
by losing $11,000.” 

He scoffed at the theory that a 
dummy telegraph instrument could 
fool] a man who could raise $84,000.

Speaking to an audience of sev- 


lanta in the temple on Pryor street, 
Dr. Nathan Krass, Rabbi of Central 
Congregation of New York city, and 
the leading speaker in the great 
“back to the synagogue” movement 
founded by Manny Strauss, created 
a profound impression Wednesday 
night. His fame as an orator is 
countrywide, an@ for an hour and 
a half he held his audience in rapt 
while he related experiences on a 
five months tour of Europe, and 
explained the purpose of the great 
laymen’s movement, which is be- 
ing fostered by the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew congregations. 

'. Dr. Krass, accompanied by Mr. 
Strauss, arrived in Atlanta Wed- 
nesday morning from Birmingham, 
after having been in practically 
every state in the Unfon. Atlanta 
is the last city on the southern 
itinerary of Dr. Krass and 
Mr. Strauss, who have been 
designated the “flying squad- 

" of *the movement. An infor- 
mal reception was tendered them 
after the great mass meeting. They 
expect to leave Atlanta today. 

Seoul Suffering. 

Dr. Krass stated that instead of 
telling of the horrible physical 
agony of Jewish people in Europe 
—how they lacked clothing, food 
and’ shelter—he would depict the 
spiritual agony suffered by them. 
He said that in every country he 
visited he found soul sufferings 
that were unbelievable and inde- 


scribable. 

“TI wish IT had the power. to 

Jew and Jewess 

'n America to Europe and let them 
behold the conditions I am speak- 
ing of, so they would realize more 
keenly what is going on,” Dr. 
Krass declared. “Every Jew that 
sees the terrible spiritual agony 
gives all he has in order to alle- 
viate the suffering.” 

he “back to the synagogue” 
movement, which is being fostered 
by the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, grew out of a de- 
sire to arouse a great spirit among 
the Jews, especially in localities 
where no synagogues are éstablish- 
ed, it was stated. A ten-year pro- 
gram, which provides for a $350,- 
000 fund to be raised annually for 
religious work among the Jews, has 
been planned. 

Fund of 83,500,000. 

The entire fund of $3,500,000 will 
be devoted, it was explained, to four 
purposes. A part of the fund will 
be given to the Hebrew college at 
(‘incinnati; another part will be 
used in establishing a fund for pay- 
ing pensions to superannuated Jew- 
ish ministers:‘ some will go to a 
loan fund for assisting in the for- 
ination of new congregations and 
the erection of . synagogues; and 
another part will be devoted to ex- 
tension work among scattered He- 
brew congregations.

THAITIAN CHARGES 


Native Bandits Killed 2,000 
Peaceful Haitians, It 


Develops. 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti, December 
1.—(By the Associated Press.)—A 
total of 1,142 Haitians met death 
since the bevinni of the intensive 
campaign against the bandits of the 
island approximately two years ago, 
it was developed by the naval court 
of inquiry during its three weeks 
of hearings just concluded here 
into the actions of American marines 
in Hafti. This total includes the 
ten natives alleged to have been 
killed by ex-Corporal Freeman Lang 
and Sergeant Dorces Williams. 

Outside the ten deaths charged 
against Lang and Williams, all the 
dead accounted for during the hear- 
ing fell in the 298 actual battles 
that occurred, including the attack 
on Port-au-Prince in January, ac- 
cording to the testimony. 

Although the court of inquiry nat- 
urally declined to discuss this phase, 
the military, authorities insist that 
the charges of “indiscriminate kill- 
ins” brought by Major General 
George Barnett, former commandant 
ef the United States marine corps, 
were not justified. At the end of the 
sessions :Admiral Henry TT. Mayo, 
president of the court in question- 
ing Lieutenant Colonel Hooker, of 
the gendarmerie, touched upon con- 
ditions during General Barnett‘s ad- 
nrinistration. He developed testi- 
mony that the bandits then unsub- 
dued had .- murdered about 2,000 
peaceful Haitiens and had destroyed 
farms and tortured and mutilated 
wendarmes and marines.
